Remonstrates against 
the use of the title “ General Bonaparte” and begs Lowe to adopt in his 
despatches the simple appellation of Napoleon as had been done in the 
Act of Parliament. : 


Arnott (Arnold), M.D., Surgeon to the 20th Regiment, came to 
St. Helena with his Regiment in 1819, and on April Ist, 1821, 
paid his first professional visit to Napoleon, and continued in 
constant attendance to the end. An important series of 8 
A.L.s. dealing in detail with Napoleon’s malady and his 
gradual weakening 


ANTOMMARCHI (Francesco), Physician to Napoleon in St. Helena, 
first visited Napoleon Sept. 23rd, 1819, and remained to the 
end, Napoleon said of him “‘I would give him my horse to 
dissect, but I would not trust him with the cure of my own 
foot.” Three A. L.s. complaining that on three occasions he 
had been arrested at Longwood Garden Gate; in one letter 
to Dr. Arnott he asks for medical supplies 


GourGAuD (Gaspard, General Baron de), Master of the Horse at 
Longwood, declaration of his intention to share his master’s 
imprisonment, but protests against its injustice. Gives an 
interesting account of the steps which first led Napoleon to 
take refuge in the Bellerophon, with a letter to Lowe enclosing 
one to be sent to Europe to Gourgaud’s mother 


BLAKENEY (Captain Henry Pierce), Orderly Officer at Longwood 
from July, 1817, to Sept. 1818. A series of 16 weekly Bulletins 
giving details of events at Longwood : 

They shew the extreme monotony of Napoleon’s life. His visitors 
were few, his exercises were merely confined to occasional and brief 
walks in the garden at Longwood, for from the time when stricter 
regulations required him to admit the company of a British soldier 
whenever he should pass the limits of the grounds around the house, 


he had entirely debarred himself from rides, either in a carriage or on 
horseback. 


PIONTKOWSKI (Captain Charles F. J.) Auto. Declaration of his 
resolution to remain in the island, but expressing in bitter 
terms his sense of the injurious effect of the climate on those 
who lived in it 


NAPOLEON : Dissection of the body. A very full and detailed 
Report dated from Longwood, May, 6, 1821, signed by the 
English Medical Officers who were present, viz. Drs. Arnott,

Two signed Instructions to 
General Sir Hudson Lowe, the first dated April 12th, 1816, 
appointing him Governor of St. Helena, the second April 13th, 
to treat “ Napoleon Buonaparte ” as a prisoner of war; with 
eight other Letters of the same : 

Concerning Napoleon’s health, increased vigilance ordered with respect 
to intercourse between Napoleon and his correspondents, Napoleon’s com- 
plaints of bad food, The British Government believe O’Meara’s state- 
ments as to Napoleon’s illness to be fallacious and order the dismissal 
of O’Meara from his office at Longwood, A British Orderly officer to 
visit Napoleon daily, the British Government considering this essential 
for the safety of the prisoner. Etc. 


MontHoton (Charles Tristan, Comte de), Aide-de-Camp to 
Napoleon, went to St. Helena and remained the whole time. 
A series of 9 A.L.s. to Sir Hudson Lowe, declaring his 
willingness to remain with Napoleon and to share his banish- 
ment and to submit to all restrictions, complains of the lack 
of linen at Longwood, writing on July 6th—the day after 
O’Meara’s dismissal—he says: 


Le Docteur O’Meara a quitté hier Longwood forcé de quitter son 
malade au milieu du traitment qu’il dirigeoit. Ce matin ce traitment 
a cessé: ce matin un grand crime a commencé d’avoir execution... 
The Count goes on to declare that Napoleon has resolved never to 
admit any other Surgeon that O’Meara, or in his place, such a one as 
should be sent from Europe upon terms approved by himself. 

A LETTER OF THE GREATEST HISTORICAL IMPORTANCE, 


O’MearA (Barry Edward), Medical attendant to Napoleon in 
St. Helena until July 25th, 1818. A fine series of 32 A.L.s 
to Sir Hudson Lowe and Sir Thomas Reade: 

He disclaims authorship of anonymous letters sent to England; Gives 
an important and detailed report of a conversation with Napoleon about 
the Battle of Waterloo, with criticism of the Duke of Wellington (4 pp. 
folio). Speaks warmly of Napoleon’s great indignation of Count Las 
Casas’ departure without being allowed to take leave of him. Dis- 
cusses reports in English newspapers as to the treatment of Napoleon at 
St. Helena. Warden’s “Letters from St. Helena” published in 1816 
is pronounced a libel. Asks for definite and written instructions as to 
the conduct which he is to adopt in his capacity as Surgeon at Long- 
wood. Remonstrates against violent and offensive language and in- 
sulting treatment which he had experienced from Lowe on two occasions, 
also against his being made subject to the same restrictions as were 
imposed upon the French Prisoners and tendering his resignation as 
Napoleon’s Surgeon. 


This extraordinary series throw an interesting light upon the 
differences between Lowe and O’Meara, 


Las Casas (Marquis de), Chamberlain to Napoleon, arrested at 
Longwood Nov. 25th, 1816, and deported in the Griffon on 
Dec. 30th. Auto. Declaration, 2 pp. folio, 20th April, 1816, 
of his resolution to continue with the Emperor, but at the 
same time protesting strongly against the injustice of the 
measures adopted against Napoleon and the needless restric- 
tions; writing on Dec. 6th, 1816, to Lowe he complains of

his removal from Longw Bod and separation from his Terenas 
Master; in the third letter he renews his complaint against 
his removal from Longwood and separation from his Imperial 


papers.
